CECIL GILLIAT MAY 
KNOW |} FATE TODAY 


Cecil Gilliat, 








an Ontario 
youth, may receive his Christ- 
mas present “today in the 
courts—a day late— or, 
again; he may be sent to the 
eounty jail or penitentiary. 

Gilhat, a companion of Al- 
bert Wellborn in a criminal 
attack on Peggy Colborn, a 
pretty Ontario school girl, ‘will 
appear before Superior Judge 
George R. Freeman, of River- 
side, sitting in Judge Charles 
L, Allison’s court, to receive 
the jurist‘s decision on his ap- 
plication fcr parole. The case 
began early in December but 
was continued until after 
Christmas. 

Pal Convicted,  Paroled 

Welll xm was convicted by 
a-jury that twice ignored 
Judge Jesse Olney’s instruc- 
tion to acquit the youth, Well- 
born’s attorney, O. N. Hilton, 
then asked leniency and Judge 
Olney paroled Wellborn over 


the strenuous objections of 
District Attorney George H. 
Johnson. 


Admitting his guilt, but de- 
nying a forcible attack, Gilliat 
pleaded guilty and asked pa- 
role. Judge Freeman continu- 
ed the case to permit the dis- 
trict attorney to introduce the 
girl’s testimony at a prelimi- 
nary hearing, which may de- 
termine Gilliat’s fate today. 

There are three possible ver- 
dicts in the case. Gilliat may 
be paroled; he may be sent 
to the county jail for not long- 
er than two years, or be sent 
to San Quentin for an indeter- 
minate sentence of from one 
to 50 years—the maximum 
penalty. ‘

Out of the maze of conflicting 


‘statements. and ‘opinions, proposi- 
wf tions and counter-propositions on 


the new courthouse, several {m- 


‘portant points stand out promin- 


Early morning paper train 
over the Pacifie Electrie which 
passes through Upland at 3:30 
a. m. was wrecked in Redlands 
Christmas morning when the 
orchards heater smoke was 
‘given as the cause. 

So dense was the smoke that 
the motorman became confts- 
ed, as to his location and ran 
into the curve at Orange ave- 
nue and San Bernardino street 
at thirty miles an hour. The 
heavy car left. the track, ran 
into the curb and turned on 
its side, smashing every win- 
dow and seriously injuring 
passengers. 

Ralph Goldsmith was seri 
ously injured, necessitating the 
amputation of his left leg at 
a Redlands hospital. 

Goldsmith and Conductor 
Kopener were sitting together 
near the rear of the car en- 
gaged iu a conversation when 
the accident occurred. Two 
other passengers were in the 
ear, As the car toppled over 
on its side, it threw Gold- 
smith in such a. manner that 


+ one of his legs protruded thru 


a window, becoming pinned 
beneath the heavy steel car. 


Knife Used to Extricate Leg 

It took considerable time be- 
fore Goldsmith could be ex- 
tricated and required a slight 
surgical operation before his 
crushed leg could be taken out 
from ‘beneath the ear. 

Goldsmith 
was employed in Redlands. He 
is married and resides in San 
Bernardino, leaving every day 
on the early newspaper car ‘for 
his. work: in Redlands. 

A second accident in which 
a man was killed by a Pacifie 
Bleetriec street car at  Fair- 
mont Park stop between River- 
side and Rialto, at 3:45 p. m., 
was also reported. 


Walked in Front, Claim 

Information received by C. 
H. Jones, general agent, stated 
that a man said to have been 
Eduard Ebazzi, believed to 
have been employed at the ce- 
ment plant in Riverside, walk- 
ed directly in front of the 
approaching car and was hur!- 
ed several feet, receiving in- 
juries from which -he died 
while being taken to a hospi- 
tal in that city. 

Motorman Paul Dussere in 
his report to the company 
stated that the man appeared 
suddenly at the Fairmont | 
erssing, and as if in a bewil- 
dered frame of mind follow- 
ing a run to reach the ear, 
walked directly in front of the 
ear. Mtorman Dussere applied 
the air brakes but was unable} 
to stop the car before striking ' 
the man.’

1—Unanimous opinion of mem- 
bers of the Board of Supervisors 
that a new courthouse must be 
erected in the immediate future as 
a safety measure. 

2—No proposition for .erection 
of a new. courthouse will be en- 
tertained by the Board of Super- 
visors that does not include the 
donation of a free site by resi- 
dents of the city of San Bernar- 
dino. 

3—A special courthouse bond 
election will be called, probably 
during the month of February.

4—The Board of Supervisors 
does not look with favor on any 
site larger than four acres. 

5—Present courthouse property 
may not be sold, but is likely to 
be rented under a 49 or 99 year 
lease. 

6—A maiority of the members

Members Change Minds 

While the written report of*the 
| engineers did not condemn the 
building, it made clear that con: 
siderable structural iron work 
would be necessary to put it in 
first-class condition. What the

{fs not known, but it is common 
knowledge that one or two of the 
board members, who had been on 
the fence and leaning toward re- 
modelling and erecting an addi- 
tion to the building, suddenly de- 
clared openly that a new court- 
house was an absolute necessity 
as a safety measure.

5 qd though very little wind struck U pland, 
Wednesday proved a most disagreeable day 
with prospects of a most serious condition be- 
fore Christmas morning. 
Frost warnings were broadcasted throughout 
the orange growing sections by U. S. Weather 
Bureau officials during the afternoon and by 
night growers were ready for the battle of the 
night. The thermometer played tag from 25 to 
30 throughout the night and as low as 25% 
was reported. 
Christmas Day dawned in a blanket of smoke 
and present indications are that the citrus fruit 


growers won the first real battle this year with 
Jack Frost. The result will not be known for 
several days ‘but fruit growers generally are or 
the opinion that the damage will be slight thru 
this section as the vast majority of orchards are 
equipped with orchard heaters. 


Wind Damages Trees 


At 1:30 o’elock this morning danger of fur- 

ther frost had evidently passed and very little 

orchard heating proved necessary as the tem- 
perature ranged around 30 degrees. 

Through Rialto, Cucamonga, Corona’ and 
throughout Orange County the damage was 
‘more largely from wind than from frost, the 
north wind sweeping through those sections 
throughout the cold spell and developing into 
a gale as it entered Orange County. Shipping 
at the harbor was badly used with heavy losses.

The course of true love did 
not run very smooth in San 
Bernardino County during the 
year just coming to a close, 
according to figures on divorce 





complaints filed with the 
courts here January up to to- 
day. 


The matrimonial barks of 
319 couples struck rough sail- 
ing and shoals during the year, 
the figures reveal, that numer 
of divorée complaints being fik 


ed. June and September were 


the months when the waters 
were more troubled than dur- 
ing any other time of the 
year. Forty-five divorce com- 


plaints, the largest number in ~ 


any month in the year, were 
filed during September. June, 
generally supposed to be the 
month of brides, ran Septem- 
ber a close second with 37 an- 
gry wives or husbands seeking 
their freedom. 

A curious feature of the fig- 
ures on divorcee complaints is 
that in July, seven of the 20 
complaints filed were for an- 
nulment of marriages, all of 
them being the result of mid- 
summer madness, spurred on 
by the moonlight nights of 
June. 

The fact that this was leap 
year did not make any differ- 
ence, the month of February 
coming for its share of com- 
plaints, 27 being filed in that 
month. January showed the 
smallest number of complaints 
only 12 divorce actions tn 
started. 

Figures for the entire year, 
including complaints filed on 
Wednesday, are: January, 12; 
February, 27; March, 30; 
April, 24; May, 27; June, 37; 
July, 20; August, 17; Septem- 
ber, 45; October, 30; Novem- 
ber, 24, and December, so far, 
26.

U. S. Attorney Burke was 
indignant when he learned of 
Grant’s charges. Mr. Burke 
said: 

**The charges are utterly ab- 
surd. Were it not for the se- 
riousness of the implications 
we would consider this as sim- 
ply another one of those pe- 
riodieal and seemingly uncon- 
trollable ‘attacks’ which busy- 
bodies who are self-appointed 
guardians of the public vir- 
tue, bring against some office. 

Stated Evidente Gone 

‘“‘These cases were all dis- 
posed of in court in the regu- 
lar manner. If Mr. Grant 
‘knows something’ about.them, 
and about the way we have 
violated our oath of office and 
wantonly flung our honor to 
the winds, we are more inter- 
esied than anyone else in learn- 
ing just what Mr. Grant has 
to divuige.

17 Cases, None Convicted 

Grant was severely denounc- 
ed by Attorney H. A. Reese 
when the attorney defended. T. 
N. Peterson from the charges 
of Grant. Peterson was like- 
Wise ae juitted. Of all the 
cases Grant obtained in San 
Bernardino—17 in all—none of 
the aévused were convicted. A 
few days after Grant’s raids, 
he wrote a story of the vice 
cendit:ons in San Bernardino 
aud forwarded the story to 
press associations to .be flash- 
ed throughout California, 
which aroused the indignation 
of San Bernardino residents. 

Gefore the superior court are 
10 abatement cases, filed on 
Grant’s affidavits that liquor 
was scld in the places named 
in the complaints. District At- 
torney George H. Johnson de- 
clared that he would not dis- 
miss these cases. .

RITICISM of the University of Chicago’s attempt to im- 

prove the Old Testament should be tempered by the 
reflection that the enterprise is comparatively harmless. 
Nobody needs to accept the version’ being made by the 
university ‘‘whose modern scholars have a more complete 
knowledge of the Hebrew tongue than those of a hundred 
years ago,’’ according to its own modest admission. Those 
who prefer the version extant, which includes most of us, can 
go undisturbed about our daily business, in full confidence 
that the university is not making any more of an ass of itself 
than usual. 

The Un iversity of Chicago is a perfect example of mod- 
ernity in scholarship. Nothing but the latest and snappiest 
in education will be tolerated in that advanced institution. 
If this year’s vogue should, for example, require that a Mas- 
ter of Arts should appear in short pants, and wearing his hair 
in kid curlers, the university will have adopted it last- year, 
worn it out and passed on to something newer before Yale 
and Harvard had ever heard of it. 

There is, of course, progressivism in education as well as 
in politics. Old facts are quite as out of date as old political 
creeds. Whatever is,new in education is to be used and what- 
ever is ancient is to be discarded. Thus it is scarcely to be 
expected that the Old Testament, whose origin goes so far 
back into the mists of antiquity that the memory of man run- 
neth not to the contrary, should be able to escape the general 
renovation policy for which the University of Chicago and 
similar institutions have conceived a consuming passion. 

Perhaps old fashioned persons who have a fondness for 

the solemn, sonorous beauty of the Twenty-third Psalm, whose 
very quaintness provides it with its most compelling appeal, 
will object to the elimination of its most picturesque phrasing, 
but the march of progress ¢annot be halted to conserve pre¢ 
judices. In the Chicago University’s Old Testament, rwhich 
has become, under its deft touch, newer even than the New 
Testament, that Psalm is amended so it no longer speaks of 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death but of ‘‘the darkest ra- 
vine,”’ and the ‘‘comfort”’ of ‘{Thy rod’’ and ‘‘Thy staff’’ are 
omitted altogether. Apparently those expressions are too 
erude for tender ears. 
-” However, the beautiful phrases of the magnificent mas- 
terpiece the Twenty-third Psalm indubitably is will not be 
affected by the Chicago literary cobblers any more than its 
splendid promises can be rendered null and void by the dil- 
lettantes of the lake front. ‘‘Thy rod and Thy staff’’ will 
continue to comfort the thousands upon thousands in each 
generation who find in the Book of Books healing for sick 
souls and balm for aching hearts. 

More determined assaults have been made upon the 
phraseology of the Bible than this of the University of Chi- 
eago and it has withstood them all. It will’continue to be 
the basic fount of literature, to which the writing craft will 
eontinue to turn for its inspiration, despite the Chicago effort 
to make it something else.

Frosting for Cakes 

One tablespoon butter melted, 
one pound confectioners’ sugar, 
sealding milk enough to spread, 
one-half teaspoon yanilla. Frost 
six cakes, then add pink coloring 
and frost six more. Then add one 
tablespoon cocoa and finish. These 
cakes are quickly made and the 
children love the colored frostings. 





Sponge Cake for Two 

Beat the yolks of two eggs un- 
til light, and add one-half cupful 
of sifted sugar and one-eighth tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar dis- 
solved in one teaspoonful of cold 
water. Beat again till very light, 
add the grated rind of one-quarter 
of a lemon or orange. Then add 
alternately, one-half cupful of sift- 
ed flour and stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Bake in a lightly greased 
floured pan forty minutes or in 
patty tins. 





Old English Date Pie 

Beat two eggs, add three-fourths 
of a cupful of sugar, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful 
of cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful each of nutmeg, allspice and 
clove, one cupful of sour cream, 
one tabléspoonful of fine crumbs, 
one cupful of finely diced dates. 
Mix all together, beating the eggs 
lightly and pour into a pastry- 
lined pie plate. Sprinkle one-half 
cupful of cocoanut over the top 
and set into a very hot oven to 
bake the crust, then lower the 
heat and finish cooking. 





Nugget Cake 
Cream together one and one- 
fourth cupfuls of sugar and one- 
half cupful or butter. Add two 
well-beaten eggs, threefourths of 
a cupful of milk, four squares of 
melted chocolate and two cupfuls 


of pastry flour, sifted with one-| 


half teaspoonful of salt, two ‘tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful each of 
cloves and nutmeg. Mix well and 
add one teaspoonful of vanilla and 
bake in layers for twenty minutes. 
Remove from the tins and spread 
with boiled frosting flavored with 
maple. 





Brewis 

Old-fashioned brewis is a dish 
that can be used to save stale 
bread. Dry the bread and roll 
down to crumbs, sift to have them 
the same size. Bring a pint of 
milk to boiling, add a littie salt, 
stir in crumbs enough to thicken 
to a porridge, cook for ten min- 
utes, add a lump of butter, a 
tablespoon of sugar, the same of 
honey, and -serve cereal fashion 
with cream. If the crumbs are of

Orange juice is now a regular 
portion of the diet of babies be- 
cause modern science has shown 
that the juice of the orenze is a 
well-balanced and exceedingly 
healthful meal which the tiny 
stomach has no difficulty in han- 
dling. In fact, the orange con- 
tains nearly all of the food ele- 
ments necessary for health and 
strength in more or less degree, 
particularly the mineral salts and 
the mysterious but highly neces- 
sary elements of rather recent de- 
velopment known as vitamines. 
The orange has the vitamin B, 
which is effective against rickets. 


The mere names of the chem- 
ical elements found in the orange 
or other fruits mean little to the 
layman, but what they do for the 
human system is easily under- 
standable. Calcium, of which the 
orange contains 414 per cent, is 
commonly ‘referred to as lime. It 
goes into the teeth and bones and 
is essential to make the blood co- 
agulate or clot as it flows from a 
wound. It is also useful in the 
digestion of fats. We must have 
a supply of calcium in our diet for 
good health, and oranges, apples 
and other fruits furnish all that is 
necessary if they are taken as a 
regular part of the daily diet. 

As an energy producing food, 
an orange of fair size gives 100 
calories, the same amount as a 
fair-sized potato, half a cup of 
cooked beans or two cups of car- 
rot. Foods may be divided into 
five classes: Energy foods, which 
give us starch, sugar and fat; 
muscle building food; building and 
regualting foods, which contain 
the mineral salts; regulating 
foods, containing roughage which 
aids in digestion, and protective 
foods, which contain the very im- 
portant substances known as vit- 
amins. The orange falls in four 
of these five classes, muscle build- 
ing being the only class in which 


it does not have distinct value.

LITTLE DAMAGE 
DAY FRUIT MEN 


+) 

That the orange crop in the 
Ontario district came through 
the Christmas morning cold 
snap undamaged and that lem- 
on growers who smudged un- 
doubtedly saved their fruit, 
was the general opinion ex- 
pressed by prominent citrus 
men of this section today, 

The minimum temperature 
registered at the key station 
at Seventh street and San An- 
tonio avenue was 2514 degrees. 
In other sections, however, the 
lowest temperature registered 
was 28. Citrus men generally 
agree that where lemon grow- 
ers failed to light orchard 
heaters there was’ undoubtedly 
some damage. 

Charles Latimer, head of the 
San Antonio Orchard Compa- 
ny, prominent packer and 
grower, expressed the opinion 
that there was no* damage 
whatever to oranges in this 
section, but felt that unsmudg- 
ed lemons were damaged: to 
some extent. 

Harry B. Harlow, manager 
of the Ontario-Cucamonga 
Fruit Exchange, controlling 
more than a dozen packing 
houses and shipping 8) per 
cent of the citrus fruit from 
this district, stated that while 
it was too early to give out 
anything authentic, his opin- 
ion was that there may have 
been some damage to lemons 
which were not smudged, but 
added that the great bulk of 
the lemon acreage was smudg- 
ed. -He believed that the or- 
ange crop came through com- 
mercially sound. 

G. A. Hanson, head of the 
Hanson Fruit Company and a 
prominent Upland grower, ex- 
pressed®the opinion that there 
had been some slight damage 
to the lemon erop, but none to 
the’ oranges. Mr. Hanson de- 
elared that frost damage or 
non-damage was largely a mat- 
ter of location, minimum tem- 
peratures being markedly va- 
ried throughout the district. 

A. L. Swift, owner of a large 
p, | acreage of oranges and lem- 
ons in the Alta Loma district, 
reported a minimum temper- 
ature of 23 there, but declared 
that all who smudged unques- 
tionably saved “their fruit. 
Those who failed to light up 
suffered: some damage in his 
opinion. 

A. T. Hamilton, pioneer On- 
tario citrus man. and local 
weather observer, felt that 
growers who failed to smudge 
suffered some damage, but that 
those who lit up came through 
| with sound fruit.

HE constant struggle ot the | 
stout woman to appear slim} 
has, at last, found reflection! 
in the general mode. It may | 
been intentionally; it 
have been otherwise; but fashions 
as a whole are exceedingly kind | 
to the woman who is fighting the/ 
extra weight that bars so many 
things from her costume. Wheu | 
the models for a new season ap- | 
pear it would seem, as a rule, as 
though no thought had been given 
to the woman of full figure, and 
there are many such, who must be 
clad acceptably, not merely cov- 
ered. Wherever frocks and suits 
are displayed, the models that dis- 
play them are slender, and tall, 
and willowy, and there are very 
few opportunities given the large 
woman to really judge the good or 
bad points of the garment she 
wishes to buy. Many of the 
mirrors are flatteringly deceptive, 
and many times the frock that 
looked extremely smart when tried 
on in the shop is a dismal failure 
reflected in a more accurate glass.

Consider ‘‘The Spirit Of Youth” 


Because a woman is full of figure 
the average person thinks she 
should keep to matronly lines; 
blacks and midnight blues; and 
pass by all the whimsical details 
that make for smartness and un- 
usuality. This is not the case, ex- 
cept in moderation, fos a modifica- 
tion of a stylish line; an intelligent 
use of color—even the very bright- 
est shades; and an equally intel- 
ligent application of details can be 
depended upon to keep the younger 
woman from appearing middle- 
aged and the middle-aged woman 
from appearing old. But an unin- 
telligent use of either line, color or 
detail will prove fatal to both 
slenderness and good taste.

The Coat Dress An Excellent 
Choice 


The coat dress, with its invart- 
able diagonal closing, is one of the 
most becoming daytime fashions 
that fashion has ever provided for 
her who is stout but would be 
stylish. It may have either the 
shawl collar or the one side rever, 
but it is sure to suggest height and 
slenderness—which is the ultimate 
end and aim, f’est ce pas? The 
logical accompaniment to this type 
of frock Is the long, tight, tailored 
sleeve, but the flared sleeve is the 
better of the two types that are 
used. A coat frock is pictured and 
it makes satisfactory use of a hair 
line striped fabric, so planned that 
it really reduces size. The rever 
closing is used; buttons add an up- 
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and-down - line; the ornamental 
clasp adds to but does not detract 
from slenderness; and a group of 
tucks over the hips relieves an 
otherwise ugly line. The addition 
of a cuff—of the gauntlet type—on 


the sleeve breaks the long, tight 
line. 
For the afternoon frock no 


fabric is quite as adaptable and 
flattering as Georgette, for it can 
be made to do so many things; is 
beautiful in itself; and weavs most 
acceptably.

BUILDING 10. 
BE ACCEPTED 
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Unavoidable delays in the con- 
struction of the National Orange 
Show building have postponed a 
week or more the formal accept- 
ance of the structure from the 
Anton Johnson Company, contract- 
ors, it was stated Wednesday by 
R. H. Mack, general manager of 
the show. It is expected, how- 
ever, that acceptance will be made 
next Monday.
